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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that the art on record fails to 
teach receiving a request for a network addres from the wireless client and further fails to teach infornnation indicating that the request 
originated from a wireless client. Examiner disagrees. As discussed in the last office action, Examiner would point out that Ala-laurila 
teaches receiving an assignment of an address from the address server [DHCP ADVERTISE of fig 4 and DHCP OFFER & IP ADDRESS 
of figure 5], which is in response to a request made by the wireless client that is received by the Server 14 (i.e., receiving a request for a 
network address from the wireless client [steps DHCP SOLICIT, figures 4 & 5]), The steps of figures 4 and 5 clearly show that a wireless 
client sends a DHCP SOLICIT with a user ID and the receiving server responds with a DHCP ADVERTISE and DHCP OFFER (i.e., a 
DHCP OFFER is used when a DHCP server receives an IP lease request and the DHCP server extends an IP lease offer after reserving 
an IP address for the client, see also figures 4-6). Examiner would also point out that the user id that is attached to the request meets the 
claim limitations [see figures 4 and 5]. Examiner asserts that the art on record teaches the claim limitations as disscussed in the final 
office action and therefore rejection is respectfully maintained . 
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
